(continued from page 
fires, none serious, among ee 
families in our local project,” 
said Chief Paulin. “I think this 
is largely because’ those folks 
are warned constantly by the 
housing authority in bulletins 
which they receive. They learn 


to keep things weeded out; they 
don’t have room to let a lot of 
junk pile up.’ 

Chief Paulin, said that in re- 
gard to fires it pays to mind 
your neighbor’s business. If you 
see smoke, there’s bound to be 
fire. Maybe your neighbor. isn’t 
home; investigate, his fire could 
be your fire too. 

Upland has a single fire sta- 
tion, responsible for 12 square 
miles of city. It is proud of its 
equipment, including a 1,000 gal- 
lon nearly new rig, operating 
with 275 horsepower. There also 
are two other pumpers and a pa- 
trol truck. 

Water pressure in this local 
area is very good, it was reported, 
and the fact that there are no 
small linese helps immeasurably.
